RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir; 

1 his communication is responsive to the Office Action of 05/20/2003, setting a one 

month period of reply. 

The Office Action required restriction to one of the following groups of claims: 

I. Claims 1-6 and 23-34, drawn to a prepolymer and process of making, classified in class 

528, subclass 31; 

n. Claims 7-12 and 35-38, drawn to a precursor and process of making, classified in class 
528, subclass 37; 

m. Claims 13-20 and 39-45, drawn to a networked polymer and process of making, 
classified in class 585, subclass 416; and 

IV. Claims 21-22, drawn to a ceramic composition and process of making, classified in 

class 528, subclass 481; 
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Applicants hereby elect group U, claims 7-12 and 35-38. Applicants traverse the 
restriction requirement on the basis that groups U and HI should be classified in the same class 

and subclass. 

The class definition of class 528 states that: 

G. Patents that claim merely vulcani/.ing, curing, or cross-linking or a 
polymer proper for this area, without the presence of a specified 
vulcanizing, curing, or cross-linking agent, or the amount of the chemical 
agent or the vulcanized, cured, or cross-linked product of such a reaction 
are classified on the basis of the first-appearing reactant in the schedule 
that has been polymerized in the preparing the polymer. (Manual of 
Classification, class 528, section II.) 

The disclosed process of making the networked polymer of group m is by heating the 
precursor of group H, which cross-links the precursor (paragraph 0055). The use of a chemical 
agent is not disclosed. This is the situation described in paragraph G above. Thus the networked 
polymer should be classified in the same class and subclass as the precursor. Applicants contend 
that the search and examination of both groups can be done without undue burden.
